Human Resource director Ronald Smith 
questions state policy concerning travel 


Coffee County Human Resources 
Dept. Director Ronald Smith caused 
a Stir at the capital last week when he 
questioned the state’s policy of 
reimbursing state employees $40 per 
day in expense money, regardless of 
the amount of money the employees 
actually spend while traveling within 
the state. 


“I don't believe the money 
should go for expenses unless it has 
actually been spent,’’ stated Smith. 
“It has been going on for years and I 
had hoped some governor or legis- 
lature would correct it.’’ 

Smith requested the State Ethics 
Commission to decide on the legality 
of the policy and the commission 


promised to issue an opinion at its 
next meeting, but a date for the 
meeting hasn’t been set. 

According to Smith, a_ state 
employee could leave Montgomery 
in the morning and travel to a place 
in the state and work throughout the 
day, then spend the night with a 
relative and still collect the $40 per

Surgery; Dr. Sam Sawyer, General 
Surgery. 

The administrator said residents 
who would like to see a member of 
the multi-speciality group will be 
able to make an appointment with 
the local clinic. Each physician, who 
also maintains a practice in the 
Surrounding community, will have 
clinic hours here at least one day a 
week and will utilize EGH for ‘any 
needed diagnostic purposes or hospi- 
talization. 

Grummer said since the 
announcement last week that the 
multi-speciality group was planning 
to locate here the community re- 
sponse has been overwhelming.

Smith stated that for the past 
several months the county depart- 
ment had not received much needed 
funding from the state for equip- 
ment; however, thru local resources 
the department has been able to 
purchase typewriters, dictating 
equipment, filing cabinets and a 
television and video tape player. 


Service Unit supervisor Cathie 
Hansen reported her office had 
investigated a total of 30 child abuse 


cases during the past month, with 
the cases being physical (6), sexual 
(5) and neglect (19). There were also, 
4 cases of adult abuse investigated at 
the county level.

State officials praise county for 


modern renovations to courthouses 


The Administrative Office of 
Courts has pumped over $120,000 
into Coffee County during the past 
three-years to aid the county with 
renovations to courtrooms in both 
courthouses and the installation of 
elevators, and on Wednesday of last 
week four officials from the state 
agency were in the county to inspect 
the courthouses and to find out 
exactly what the county did with the 
funds. 

Coffee County Probate Judge 
Marion Brunson conducted the tour 
of the county facilities and explained 
that the Administrative Office of 
Courts paid for the furnishings in all 
four county courtrooms, as well as 
the furnishings of theJudges’ cham- 
bers and office furnishings in the 
circuit clerk’s office. 


‘When I took office there was a 
dire need for renovations in both 
courthouses and with the help of the 
Coffee County Commission we've 
been able to get additional funding 
from the state and working together 
we've now got two beautiful build- 
ings,’’ stated Brunson, ‘‘With the 
aid of the Adminsitrative of Courts 
we've been able to divide the 
courtrooms into four courtrooms to 
better serve the judicial system, 
improve the working conditions at 
most offices and install elevators for 
the elderly and handicapped. It was 
a joint county and state effort and it 
shows what can happen when people 
are willing to work together.’

Paul Smith, executive director of 
the Alabama State Employees 
Association, was reported in a daily 
newspaper last week as answering 
the question raised by stating, 
*‘When people go out and spend the 
night they incur a lot of expenses. 
This has been a precedent for a long 
time; it’s long-time practice. If 
somebody is abusing it, I think it 
should be addressed on an individual 
basis, not overall."’ 

State employees have received 
$40 per day for in-state travel for a 
number of years and it is unclear if 
the expense allowance was 
mandated by the legislature or 
placed into effect by a governor’s 
‘decree. Employees who travel 
Out-of-state are reimbursed for 
actual expenses, a policy that Ronald’ 
Smith declares is inequitable. 

“I believe this dual system of 
payment presents an ethical problem 
in that there are dual methods for 
payment of travel by the state,’’ 
stated Smith. ‘‘I don’t know the law, 
but I just don’t think it’s right for 
employees to collect money if they 
haven’t spent it.’’ 

The Ethics Commission has 
asked the office of the attorney 
general, the state comptroller and 


the examiner of public accounts to’ 


assist in the investigation. 


Unemployment 
rate in state 
remains stable 


Alabama’s July unemploy- 
ment rate remained unchanged from 
the June level of 7.7 percent, but 
measured well below the year-ago 
rate of 10.3 percent, according to J. 
G, Allen, Director of the Alabama 
Department of Industrial Relations. 
There were 146,300 unemployed in 
July, compared to 146,500 in June, 
and 197,600 a year ago. 

Wage and salary employment 
declined slightly over the month, as 
the full effect of annual school 
closings slightly outweighed hiring 
for federally-funded summer youth 
programs. Over the year, wage and 
salary employment advances totalled 
18,200, or 1.2 percent, with the 
majority of the increase centered in 
the nonmanufacturing division, most 
notably in the service and trade 
sectors. 

The comparable national rate for 
July measured 6.1 percent, down 
from June’s level of 6.3 percent, and 
below the 7.0 percent rate recorded a 
year ago.

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NURSING HOME SPOTLIGHT 


With Shirley Wise 


Today is September 3 and our 
‘Very Special Person’’ for this week 


is Mrs. Corinne Till Bonneau 
English. 
Whew! These hot days of 


August! Is it ‘‘Dog Days’’ yet? I feel 
like the description Grandpa gives 
of his son-in-law in my favorite 
book, ‘Cold Sassy Tree’. . . “‘He 
was born tired and raised lazy!”’ 


Miss Corinne has pretty, short 
white hair and lively brown eyes, and 
pot bg unlined skin (which she 
said she cared for using only soap 
and water! Ugh! ! don’t like you, 
Miss Corinne. Ha! Of course I’m 
teasing!) 

But she said something else 
concerning her lovely skin, which is 
the secret of the beauty of it: ‘‘I took 
care of my complexion; I don’t get 
out in the sun.’’ Hear that, all of us 
sunbathers? 

She was born May 10, 1922, one 
of four children born to Mr. and Mrs. 
John Moorer Bonneau. Mr. Bonneau 
was a native of the Victorian 
Community and Mrs. Bonneau was 
the former Mamie Till, originally 
from Greenville. 

I visited with Corinne and her 
brother Jake, and he shared some 
interesting information about his and 
Corinne’s family, which I wil relate 
to you. 

Jake and Corinne were born 
upstairs in the home of the late Mrs. 
Bessie Braswell, their Bonneau 
grandparents owning it at the time, 
and their parents living with them, 
but which had plreviously been 
occupied by a gentleman lawyer by 
the last name of Carmichael. I, as I 
Suppose many others, have always 
called that dwelling the ‘‘Braswell’’ 
home,’’ but then again my ties to 
Elba go back only 20 years, so 
probably some of you older folks can 
remember when it was the Bonneau 
home, and before that the 
Carmichael home. 

Jake recalled that his parents 
moved tothe home, which they built, 
on Claxton Ave., in which Jake 
presently lives, approximately 65 
years ago, so he has always lived in 
Elba, living in only two hours in his 
lifetime. Very unsual in this day and 
age of upheavals for various reasons 
and our mobile society, don’t you 
agree? 

Jake informed us that he was the 
family genealogist and briefly traced 
their family ancestry for me, which I 
found very interesting, as I am 
unable to trace mine back any 
further than great-grandparents. (I 
might not want to go back any 
further, had I??? But, that is one of 
my future goals .. . one of these 
days!) 

Anyway -- the Bonneaus are of 
French Hugenot descent, having 
come over from France to escape 
religious persecution from the 
French Roman Catholics. The first 
Bonneau to arrivé on the shores of 
America was Antionne Bonneau, 
who came from La Rochelle, France, 
to Charleston, S.C., in 1685. Jake 
said he and his sister Hazel just 
happened to be visiting in 
Charleston in 1985 and the town was 
celebrating its French heritage, and 
they really had a good time. 

Getting back to the Bonneau 
grandparents, I asked Jake what his 
grandfather did, and he chuckled 
and replied, ‘‘O I wish you could 
read his obituary! He owned a 
hardware store located on the 
Square, a furniture store, also op the 
Square and two funeral homes - one 
in Elba, located where the Robbins 
Insurance/Real Estate Office is now, 
and one in Brantley. He also owned 
a building supply company, located 
across from Thomas Carpets, which 
also sold farm machinery. 

‘*He was a deacon in the First 
Baptist Church.”’ 

So we can see that Mr. Bonneau 
was a real entrepreneur and a very 
industrious gentleman, as well as an 
upright Christian person, as 
evidenced by his deaconship in the 
church, 

Miss Mamie, according to Jake, 
was ‘‘a housewife and mother and 
was very active in the First Baptist 
Church and various civic organiza- 
tions and clubs.”’ 

Miss Corinne received her 
education at Elba High School, 
having graduated from there. She 
did not pursue a higher education, as 
she married shortly after graduation.

Hazel Bonneau Jackson resides 
in Opp and was married to the late 
Walter L. Jackson. Miss Hazel is 
a retired teacher with 36 years of 
service, and Mr. Walter was 
co-owner of J.M. Jackson Buick Co. 
in Opp. Miss Hazel and Mr. Walter 
had two children. 

John Jacob Bonneau,, the afore- 
mentioned Jake, is medically retired 
from his last job which was. with 


Windham Mfg., after having 
undergone two hip replacement 
surgeries. Prior to his employment 


with Windham, Jake received his 
Mortuary diploma from Gupton- 
Jones in Nashville, Tenn., and 
worked in the family-owned funeral 
home approximately 15 years, after 
which he was with the Federal 
government in the Selective Service 
System approximately five years. 
Jake reflected nostalgically that 
he was instrumental in helping elect 
“Big Jim’’ Folsom to*the governor’s 
office, as he was the south Alabama 
coordinator for his gubernatorial 


campaign. 
Miss Corinne is the mother of one 
daughter, Margaret Bonneau 


English Jones, now deceased. 

She has one granddaughter, 
Melissa Leigh Jones, age 13, who is 
the apple of her ‘‘Grandmother’s 
and Uncle Jake’s’’ eyes. Jake’s voice 
rang enthusiastically and Corinne’s 
face glowed with pleasure as they 
talked with me about their Melissa. 

Miss Corinne is lovingly called 
“Grandmother’’ by her grand- 
daughter and Jake is fondly called 
“Uncle Jake’’ by his grand-niece. 

She is a member of the First 
Baptist Church and has sung in the 
Chancel Choir 35 years. Jake said, 
‘She sings beautifully,’’ and I know 
I've heard Jimmy and Mary Alice 
say what a beautiful voice she has. 

Corinne told us, ‘‘I like all 
beautiful colors;’’ and ‘‘! love all 
seasons,’’ and laughing, she added, 
**You’re going to find out that I’m 
like all other nursing home patients - 
I like everything!”’ 

In response to our question of her 
favorite flower, she replied, ‘‘The 
rose is, Baby.’’ And she again 
stated, ‘‘I like all holidays,’’ and as 
for favorite food, -- ‘‘Everything 
that’s good to eat!’’, spoken with 
great enthusiasm. 

About her hobbies she told us, 
“’m favored to lots of hobbies -- I 
love to fish, sew and I just love to 
cook. I enjoy helping Jake cook; he 
is a wonderful cook. I love my 
church and love to attend church. I 
love to sing.’’ In answer to our 
question, ‘‘What are some of your 
favorite songs?’’ she replied, ‘‘O I 
have so many favorite songs I just 
couldn't tell you.”’ 

We asked her if she liked to 
travel, and she said, ‘‘O yes, I love to 
go places and do things! (Ahh, a lady 
after my own heart!) I’ve not been 
many places - Jake has; I’ve been to 
New York City -- it was after I 
graduated from high school.’’ 

Jake had previously told me 
when I asked him how he would 
describe his sister, thusly: ‘‘She’s a 
sweet, caring person. She’s very 
compassionate; ifshe sees an animal 


run over, it just tears her up! She 
can’t stand to see anything abused! 
She doesn’t worry about things -- if 
she has a problem, she turns it over 
to the Lord, and says, ‘‘I’ll be 
alright.’’ Oh, would that were my 
philosophy more often - - and 
philosophy more often -- and other 
folks too. 

When I visited Miss Corinne in 
the nursing home, I read to her what 
Jake had said and told her I loved her 
philosophy, and she elaborated, 
saying, ‘‘Well, if it is something that 
I can’t do anything about, I take it to 
the Lord because He is greater than I 
am, and I leave it with Him. You 
know it is like ironing -- He takes 
everything and makes it smooth.’’ 
He does indeed Miss Corinne, if we 
will but allow Him! 

Some Christmas memories of 
Corinne’s: ‘‘We usually got most of 
what we wanted. I especially 
remember an initial ring I received 
one Christmas with my initials - CTB 
- on it. We always had family in our 
home at Christmas and everyone had 
a wonderful time, visiting with one 
another and exchanging gifts and 
everything.’’ 

She and Jake remembered 
walking to school and every day they 
came home for lunch, and as Jake 
said, ‘‘We never thought a thing 
about it.’’ Isorta wish children could 
come home for lunch nowadays, but 
who am I kidding? Mine probably 
wouldn’t want to come, anyway! 

Miss Corinne’s roommate is Mrs. 
Bertha Donaldson, a lovely lady 
whom we met three - four months 
ago. She was admitted about two 
weeks ago, and the Good Lord 
willing, she hopes to return to her 
home in a few weeks, after under- 
going some medical treatments. 
We’re all pulling for you, Miss 
Corinne, and remembering you in 
our prayers! 

About the nursing home, she 
said, ‘‘Yes, Ilove it! They have been 
so good to me up here; the beauti- 
cian was so sweet to me _ this 
morning. She said she had not done 
finger waves since her training in 
beauty school, but she did a lovely 
job with my hair. I was well pleased 
with it.’’ 

A couple more fond memories 
from Miss Corinne upon seeing her 
first television and car; MY 
remember it (television) was 
downtown at one of the stores - it 
was running and you could see it 
through the window -- it might have 
been the Western Auto Store. I 
thought it was just wonderfull’’ 

And the first car: ‘tA neighbor 
who lived across the street, Mr. 
W.T. Whitman, owned the first car I 
remember, It was a maroon 
Studebaker. I thought it was the 
prettiest thing I nearly ever saw!”’ 

And now my three favorite 
questions: If you could have one 
wish, what would it be; if you could 
live your life over, what would you 
change; and what advice would you 
give tothe younger generation -- she 
answered them respectively: 

‘I don’t have the slightest idea. 

“Not a thing. I’d do just what 
I’ve done today. I’m very happy with 
my present state of mind in life, 

“Nature always takes its own 
course, but we help our children to 
take the course they should take.’’

QUESTION: 


Whet Is The Rapture? 


This rapture, or ‘‘translation of the 


Saints,’’ is supposed to precede a seven year period of tribulation, after 


i up into the air to meet him. 


which Jesus will return again to fight the battle of Armageddon, then 
establish an earthly kingdom for 1,000 years, and then judge the world. 


While there is no doubt that the scriptures teach that Jesus will come 
again, they do not support the idea that there will be a ‘‘rapture’’ 
before the establishment of a millennial kingdom. 

The rapture calls for Christ to return secretly, but John says that 
when Christ comes again, ‘every eye shall see him’’ (Rev. 1:7). Paul 
“says that Christ will return ‘twith a shout, with the voice of the 
archangel, and with the trump of God.’’ The return of Christ will be 
known by all men. Paul goes on to say that the saved ‘‘shall meet the 


Lord in the air: 


and so shall we ever be with the Lord’’ (I Thess. 


4:16-17). The rapture has Christians with the Lord in heaven for the 
seven year tribulation period, and then returning tothe earth. But Paul 
said that we would ‘‘ever be’’ with the Lord. Why leave heaven to 


come back to the earth? 


The rapture theory calls for the Lord to come again to establish a 


literal earthly kingdom, to endure 


for 1,000 years, But Christ has 


already established His kingdom, the church. Jesus promised, in Mark 
9:1, that some of those listening to him that day would still be living 
when the kingdom of God came ‘‘with power.’’ This promise was 
fulfilled on the day of Pentecost, as the apostles, filled with the Holy 
Spirit, ‘‘began to speak with other tongues, as the Spirit gave them 
utterance’’ (Acts 2:4), and they preached the gospel to the multitudes 
gathered there at Jerusalem for Pentecost. Three thousand obeyed the 
Lord in baptism, and were added to the Lord's kingdom, the church, 

The rapture theory is wrong, because it has the Lord making 
several ‘‘second comings.'’ He supposedly comes at the rapture, again 
after the tribulation, again for the kingdom, and again for the 
judgement. But the Bible knows only one second coming, at which 
time the Lord will receive his bride, the church, He will judge all men, 
and the world will be destroyed, ‘‘But the day of the Lord will come as 
a thief in the night; in the which the heavens shall pass away with a 
ers: noise, . . the earth also and the works that are therein shall be 


urned up’ 


(2 Peter 3:10). When Jesus comes again, as he will, it will 


be the end of the world, the day of judgement, and the beginning of 


eternity.

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Lingering Summertime Memories 


Kids returning to school this year 
will carry memories of swimming 
pools, expensive camps, and long 
trips to theme parks. Years ago my 
lingering fall thoughts were of the 
wondrous week I’d spent in the 
outskirts of town with my Aunt 
Margaret’s family. 

The fun of the yearly trips began 
as soon as my bundle of clothes was 
thrown into the log truck’s cab with 
my aunt and uncle and I climbed 
onto its back with the pile of log 
chains and my cousins Jim and Troy 
for the bouncy 30-mile-ride. 

Awaking mornings to the sounds 
of country music and gospel quartets 
was a new experience for me: we had 
no radio back home. And throughout 
the days my righteous aunt kept her 
knob turned so that I was exposed to 
the frequent airwave preaching of 
the Rev. C.C, Wilcutt and good Bro. 
Simmons. 

In my childish mind’s eye I was 
convinced that my Aunt Margaret’s 
family was very rich; (truth was my 
Uncle Doc was just a logger who 
worked his fingers to the bone for his 
family). But without wealth, I 
reasoned, how could they have Corn 
Flakes for breakfast instead of ole 
hot homemade biscuits every day? 
And pork chops in the summer? and 
sheets not made from guano sacks? 

Helping my energetic aunt put 
clothes through the wringer six days 
of every week out in her washhouse 
was a treat I savored. It was ’worlds 
beyond’ going down to the spring, 
weekly, and using a rub board like 
we still did it. I often wondered, 
however, how she could make up her 
mind about soap to wash with. First, 
folks on the radio were singing, 
‘SUPER SUDS,SUPER SUDS, LOTS 
MORE FROM SUPER SUDS’’. And 
then a little while later another 
bunch was hollering, ‘‘DUZ DOES A 
WHOLE LOT MORE”’. But either of 
the powdered detergents was just an 
incidental for my relative; her main 
thing was something called 
CLOROX. She used it very gener- 
ously on everything she washed and 
one of the best by-products of my 
visits with her was the way the linens 
smelled so Cloroxy-fresh. (I thought 
for a while that my aunt concocted 
the stuff in the same way mama 
made her own lye soap--that is, until 
I saw her buying gallons and gallons 
of it, all in big glass jugs.) 

When we ‘‘grownups’’, Troy and 
I, walked to the nearby country store 
for fruit jar lids and a sodie water (an 
R.C. Cola) with the nickel Aunt 
Margaret gave me, the younger 
cousin, pesty little Jim, was always 
tagging at our heels. But there was 
one time when I wished Jim had 
been the one right behind Troy 
instead of me. 

Since I had grown up without 
exposure to a bicycle and couldn't 
ride one, Troy offered me a ride on 
his one day. I got on behind him, 
with my feet sticking out at right 
angles to my body. When the bike 
reached 100 MPH down the rough 
gravel road and Troy refused to heed 
my screams of ‘‘STOP, STOP, 
STOP!’’, I decided it was time to 
step off of that thing. So Ijust put my 
feet down and ‘‘stepped off’’--. Later 
as my aunt dabbed purple iodine on 
my 1,000 scratiches and cuts, she 
and Troy tried--through my cries--to 
explain the physics of momentum to 
a. country girl--why my body kept 
scooting forward in the sharp gravel 
after I put my feet down. (The whole 
thing left me leary of bikes and to 
this day I’ve never been able to ride 
one.) 

One big bonus of visiting my 
relatives near the small town was 
watching all the cars that went 
by--probably 15, 20 in a single day. 
Troy and I decided to capitalize on it 
for fun one night. We tied one of my 
aunt’s old purses to a stout string, 
placed the purse in the middle of the 
road and hid ourselves behind the 
shrubbery at the porch’s edge. There 
we held the string and waited for 
someone curious to come along, It 
wasn’t over 30 minutes until a car 
screeched to a halt and the driver 
opened his door. Just as he reached 
for the purse we snatched it from his 
view and pulled it across the yard 
into the shrubbery. He drove off 
amid our gales of laughter. After we 
had tricked 2, 3 other drivers in the 
growing dusk, the tables turned. 
One old gent began ascending the 
clay bank and into the yard, after the 
retreating purse. We felt it was time 
to grab the evidence and scoot 
around the corner and into the wash 
house, before Uncle Doc answered 
the door. 

Another fun thing Troy and Jim 
taught me during those summer 
vacations was the use of the gadget 
called a telephone. We secretly 
dialed the number of every grocery 
and drug store in the town, asked if 
they had Prince Albert in the can, 
and when they replied ‘‘Yes’’, we 
hollered, ‘Well, let him out befor?

Saturday afternoons at Aunt

Elba had battled back and cut the 
Eagle lead to 7-6, 

The two rivals swapped punts on 
their next four possessions as both 
defenses began to take command, 
with Carroll winding up with the ball 
on its own 44-yard line following a 
short 17-yard punt by the Tigers.

As the result of recent tax law 
changes, many taxpayers who item- 
ized their deductions in the past may 
find it no longer necessary to do so. 

In deciding whether to itemize or 
not, taxpayers should compare their 
total itemized deductions with their 
allowable standard deduction. Tax- 
payers may itemize only if the total 
of their deductions exceeds the 
standard deduction to which they are 
entitled. 

For 1987, the basic standard 
decductions are:

single-member districts are the same 
as those utilized for the Coffee 
County Commission. A map of those 
districts may be seen at the 
administrative offices of the Board of 
Education during normal business 
hours. 

3. Elections from the single- 
member districts will be conducted 
according to the following schedule: 

In 1988 elections would be held in 
Districts 5, 4and 2. In 1990 elections 
would be held in Districts 1 and 7. In 
1992 elections would be held in 
Districts 3 and 6. Board members 
would continue to serve six-year 
Staggered terms. 

4. Plaintiffs are the prevailing 
party in this action and are entitled 
to recover reasonable attorneys’ fees 
and expenses.
